Summary of reasons for decision: 


The computer moving image file is classified as objectionable except if the availability of the 
publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 18 years. 





The file consists of a brief sequence of sexual activity between a man and a young woman. A 
website address on the screen throughout contains the word "teen", suggesting youthfulness. 
However, the woman has the face of a young adult and appears confident and sexually 
experienced. 

The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 has been considered in the application of the criteria of 
the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 to this publication. The classification 
places a limit on the freedom of expression, but the availability of the moving image file to 
children and young people is likely to be injurious to the public good. The classification is 
reasonable, demonstrably justifiable and the minimum required to avoid injury.
